We'd  like  you  to  meet  Marc  Cooper,  our  new  News  Director.  Marc's  not  really  all 
SO  new,  in  a  sense:  his  first  contact  with  KPFK  was  back  during  the  anti-war 
movement,  when  Marc  used  to  relay  news  of  demonstrations  at  Northridge  where 
he  was  studying  at  the  time.  And  if  your  audio  memory  doesn't  extend  quite  so 
far  back,  perhaps  you  remember  reports  from  Chile  during  the  Allende  regime, 
and  the  especially  dramatic  reports  from  Marc  as  the  coup  raged  around  him  in   73. 

Marc  had  originally  gone  to  Chile  for  3  months,  but  then  he  decided  he  wanted 
to  stay,  so  he  got  a  job  as  a  researcher  and  translator  for  the  State  Publishing 
House.  His  job  was  to  read  all  the  English  language  press  on  Chile  and  the  Allende 
regime,  and  synopsize  the  articles.  Later  on,  he  worked  in  the  Presidential  Press 
Office  as  translator  for  Allende  for  print.  During  this  period.  Marc  sent  reports  to 
KPFK  for  news  and  for  documentaries. 

Eight  days  after  the  coup.  Marc  got  out  of  the  country  as  a  U.N.  refugee.  He 
went  to  New  York,  where  he  worked  on  putting  together  documentaries  on  what 
had  gone  on  in  Chile  at  WBAI,  using  tapes  he'd  made  with  David  Gelber.  But  the 
following  month  he  was  gone  again,  sent  off  to  cover  the  Yom  Kippur  War  for  Pa- 
cifica, in  Lybia,  Egypt  and  Lebanon. 

Upon  his  return.  Marc  was  offered  the  job  of  Bureau  Chief  of  Pacifica 's  Washing- 
ton Bureau,  but  before  he  could  begin  working,  he  had  to  leave  again  to  help  get 
his  then-fiancee  out  of  Chile. 

In  1975  he  went  to  live  in  Argentina  as  a  free  lance  reporter,  and  covered  events 
in  South  America  for  Pacifica  again.  During  his  stay,  he  secretly  returned  to  Chile 
to  cover  conditions  under  Pinochet.  When  things  got  too  difficult.  Marc  and  his 
wife  went  to  Italy,  and  taught  English  for  three  years  in  Turin. 

Upon  his  return  to  the  US,  he  applied  for  the  News  Director's  position,  and  the 
second  time  was  the  charm.  He's  been  living  in  Los  Angeles,  teaching,  and  want- 
ing to  do  news.  Marc's  extensive  experience  traveling  and  living  outside  of  the  US 
is  the  reason  for  his  special  interest  in  covering  international  events,  without  allow- 
ing that  coverage  to  be  isolated  from  local  news.  He  intends  to  cultivate  contacts 
with  journalist  acquaintances  worldwide,  and  incorporate  their  reports  into  our 
news  output.  At  the  same  time.  Marc  intends  to  cultivate  local  contacts  as  well,  as 
KPFK's  news  has  never  been  able  to  rely  on  paid  staff.  He  specifically  wants  to 
take  this  opportunity  to  encourage  and  invite  all  local   organizations,  groups, 
movements,  etc.,  to  renew  their  contacts  with  KPFK's  News  Department.  "Don't 
wait  for  us  to  know  you're  doing  something  and  send  someone  out  to  cover  it," 
he  reminds  community  groups.  "Our  resources  are  very  limited,  but  our  desire  to 
keep  the  community  well-informed  is  enormous.     If  we  don't  have  someone  to 
send  to  your  community,  you  send  someone 
to  us  with  the  information.  Little  by  little  we 
can  build  a  network  of  community  contacts 
that  will  be  unrivaled  in  all  of  Los  Angeles." 

Marc's  dedication  to  news  and  to  Pacifica's 
concept  of  news  augers  well  for  KPFK's  News 
Department  and  for  the  station.  He  is  a  wel- 
come and  enthusiastic  addition  to  the  staff.

Our  fiscal  year  be- 
gins October  1. 

This  Budget  reflects  a  slight  growth 
in  expenses  for  overhead,  particularly 
electricity.  We  are  also  increasing  our 
staff  with  the  addition  of  a  full-time 
switchboard  operator  and  a  half-time 
production  engineer. 

In  addition  to  the  operating  expenses 
KPFK  has  received  grant  support  from 
the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts 
for  two  projects— music  and  drama;  and 
we  have  received  a  grant  from  the  Satel- 
lite Program  Development  Fund  for  the 
Teatro  de  la  Unidad. 

This  Budget  does  not  provide  for  any 
salary  increase,  which  makes  it  two 
years  that  we  have  not  been  able  to  re- 
spond to  the  ravages  of  inflation  upon 
our  staff.  We  are  hoping  that  our  in- 
come will  continue  to  grow,  as  it  has 
over  the  past  year.  This  will  allow  us  to 
improve  our  salary  structure.  Without 
this  growth  only  the  independently 
wealthy  will  be  able  to  work  at  KFPK; 
we  have  difficulty  imagining  this  idea.

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OCTOBER  1  THRU  15: 
FALL  FUND  DRIVE -I 

So  it  starts  again,  we  all  take  a  deep 
breath  on  October  1st,  and  plunge  into 
our  Fall  Fund  Drive. 

The  shape  of  our  fundraising  has  sort 
of  stabilized  into  two  two-week  peri- 
ods in  the  Spring  and  two  in  the  Fall. 
So  you  can  look  for  the  first  two  weeks 
in  October,  then  roughly  a  month  of 
regular  programming,  with  the  final 
two  weeks  of  the  Fall  Drive  scheduled 
for  November  10  through  24.  Then  we 
are  done  until  Spring  81. 

Within  the  context  of  fundraising, 
we  continue  to  present  regular  and  spe- 
cial programming,  at  a  ratio  of  twoto- 
one.  That  is,  for  every  one  hour  of 
fundraising  time  there  are  two  hours  of 
programming.  It  doesn't  always  follow 
in  that  ratio,  but  it  works  out  in  the 
long  run.  We  plan  our  Fund  Drives  in 
this  way  for  a  number  of  reasons.  First, 
we  use  the  programming  to  attract  lis- 
teners. Both  the  regular  programs  and 
the  special  material  bring  the  audience, 
like  drawing  a  crowd  before  passing  the 
hat.  Second,  we  think  it  would  be  un- 
fair to  our  current  subscribers,  those 
of  you  who  are  our  most  loyal  listen- 
ers, and  who  have  already  responded 
to  the  logic  and  rightness  of  our  ap- 
peals, to  do  all-pitching-all-the-time. 
Our  way  of  keeping  the  faith  with  you 
during  Fund  Drives  is  to  try  to  list  as 
complete  a  schedule  as  possible  of  the 
pitching  times  in  the  Folio,  so  that  you 
can  plan  your  listening  around  it.  You 
may  find  it  difficult  to  believe,  but  a 
goodly  number  of  subscribers  actually 
choose  to  hang  in  there  with  us  for  the 
pitching!  We  know  because  we  get  en- 
couraging phone  calls  and  letters  from 
subscribers,  and  even  extra  pledges  in 
the  form  of  gift  subs,  matching  funds 
and  subsidy  funds,  to  help  the  effort  a- 
long.  A  frequent  explanation  is  that 
something  special  happens  during  the 
pitching:  KPFK  staff  and  volunteers 
come  to  the  audience  directly  to  talk 
about  the  concept  of  listener-sponsor- 
ship and  free  speech,  and  some  of  the 
most  honest  radio  happens— straight- 
forward, meaningful,  and  it  moves 
people. 

Finally,  we-also  include  the  program 
material  with  the  fundraising  because 
frankly,  we'd  have  a  hard  time  handling 
morel  The  two  weeks  are  handle-able 
due  to  the  programming,  and  of  course 
due  to  the  help  we  get  from  loyal  (hm— 
there's  that  word  again!)  volunteers, 
who  come  in  to  help  answer  phones, 
stuff  envelopes,  and  just  lend  moral  sup- 
port. It's  a  special  time  to  get  involved 
here  at  KPFK,  and  we  urge  you  to  give 
it  a  try.

The  Token  and  the  Jewish  Question 

During  her  summer  tenure  as  host/pro- 
ducer of  "The  Afternoon  Air," Clare 
Sparl<  shared  excerpts  from  "Masochism 
Builds  Character,"  a  long  article  she 
wrote  in  1976  and  which  was  published 
in  the  Harvard  Graduate  School  of  Edu- 
cation Journal  in    1978.  Due  to  the  le- 
vel of  audience  response,  she  offered 
this  further  excerpt  for  the  Folio.  Clare 
is  still  hanging  around  the  Sour  Apple 
Tree  on  Sundays  at  5:00  p.m.,  with  her 
daughter  Jennifer  Loeb  who  is  produc- 
ing segments  on  Kids. 

The  Los  Angeles  County  Museum  of  Art 
has  been  offering  big  survey  shows  of 
art  made  by  women  and  blacks;  this 
their  only  significant  response  to  com- 
munity demands  that  all  artists  be  ac- 
dorded  even-handed  consideration  by 
this  tax-supported,  but  ruling-class  con- 
trolled institution.  (It  is  worth  noting 
that  these  exhibitions:  Two  Centuries 
of  Black  American  Art,  and  Women  Art- 
ists: 1550-1950,  were  pushed  through 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees  ove  the  ob- 
jections of  the  curatorial  staff  who 
would  not  condone  segregated  shows)23 

The  museum  recruited  guest  curators, 
a  black  man  and  two  women  from  Aca- 
demia,^to  organize  these  blockbuster, 
heavily  attended  and  publicized  exhi- 
bitions. Politically  conscious  critis  who 
challenge  the  premises  of  segregated, 
historical  survey  shows  are  thus  placed 
in  the  sensitive  position  of  criticizing 
blacks  and  women:  a  favorite  ruling 
class  scenario  which  pits  us  against  each 
other.  Press  response  to  the  shows  was 
predictable.  Jouranlists  commended 
the  museum  for  its  responsiveness  to 
community  needs,  and  congratulated 
the  artists  (historically  considered  to 
be  "genetically  inferior")  for  their  abi- 
lity to  paint,  draw,  and  sculpt:  while 
upwardly  mobile  women  and  blacks 
were  presented  with  a  new-found,  if 
incoherent^cultural  heritage. 

Masochists  lose  by  accepting  the  or- 
ganizing categories  of  the  oppressor. 
Tokens,  by  breaking  into  the  system 
on  the  system's  terms,  validate  official 
interpretations  of  "tradition,"  "geni- 
us,"^"masculinity,"  "femininity," 
"whiteness,"  and  "blackness."  For  ex- 
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ample,  Audobon,  a  very  pale  mulatto, 
is  claimed  by  blacks.-^  But  his  life  ex- 
perience was  that  of  a  well-to-do  white 
male.  So  what  makes  his  art  "black?" 
Blackness  is  seen  as  a  contaminant, 
which  even  in  very  small  droplets 
spreads  like  an  ink-blot  to  permeate  the 
whole;  that  touch  of  the  tar-brush 
which  is  applied  racism  or  genetic  deter- 
minism. Perhaps  the  guest  curators  in 
question  thought  that  they  were  helping 
blacks  and  women  by  displaying  the 
hard-won  achievements  of  our  predeces- 
sors, thereby  providing  "role-models"'^ 
and  raising  the  self-esteem  of  oppVessed 
groups  today.  I  believe  that  they  unwit- 
tingly played  into  the  hands  of  the  rul- 
ing class  whicfi  exploits  race  and  sex  dis- 
tinctions to  mask  class  struggle. 

In  1944,  Jean-Paul  Sartre  wrote  that 
many  Jews,  auempting  to  defend  them- 
selves against  Nazi  defamation,  would 
trot  out  the  contributions  of  Great 
Jews  in  history-to  the  delight  of  the 
German  nationalist  anti-Semite— thus 
implicitly  acknowledging  the  existence 
of  a  "genetically  different"  Jewish  race. 
Sartre  explained  xhaX  society  (in  this 
case,  Nazis  and  their  backers;  the  haute 
bourgeoisie)  created  the  "Jew"  it  need- 
ed in  its  campaign  to  defeat  socialism: 

"We  have  demonstrated  that  anti- 
Semitism  is  a  passionate  effort  to  real- 
ize a  national  un\or\  against  the  division 
of  society  into  classes.  It  is  an  attempt 
to  suppress  the  fragmentation  of  the 
community  into  groups  hostile  to  one 
another  by  carrying  common  passions 
to  such  a  temperature  that  they  cause 
barriers  to  dissolve.  Yet  divisions  con- 
tinue to  exist,  since  their  economic  and 
social  causes  have  not  been  touched;  an 
attempt  is  made  to  lump  them  all  toge- 
ther into  a  single  one-distinctions  be- 
tween rich  and  poor,  between  laboring 
and  owning  classes,  between  city-dwel- 
lers and  country-dwellers,  etc.,  etc.— 
they  are  all  summed  up  in  the  distinc- 
tion between  Jew  and  non-Jew.  This 
means  that  anti-Semitism  is  a  mythical, 
bourgeois  representation  of  the  class 
struggle,  and  that  it  could  not  exist  in 
a  classless  society  .^Anti-Semitism  ma- 
nifests the  separation  of  men  and  their 
isolation  in  the  midst  of  community, 
the  conflict  of  interests  and  the  cross- 
current of  passions:  it  can  exist  only  in 
a  society  where  a  rather  loose  solidari- 


ty unites  strongly  structured  pluralities 
It  is  a  phenomenon  of  social  pluralism."''^ 

Sartre  has  shown  that  the  category 
"Jew"  serves  the  need  for  solidarity  in 
a  pluralistic  society;  it  is  a  social  crea- 
tion irrelevant  to  the  varied  ways  Jews 
actually  behave  and  experience  them- 
selves. Challenging  the  stereotype  "Jew' 
did  not  avert  the  Holocaust,  nor  will  it 
eradicate  anti-Semitism  today.  Likewise 
exhibitions  which  "recognize"  the  a- 
chievements  of  Great  Women  or  Great 
Blacks,  in  categories  organized  by  the 
dominant  culture,  cannot  improve  the 
lot  of  the  majority,  nor  can  the  subtle 
ways  such  exhibitions  serve  ruling  class 
interests— such  as  the  need  for  male  ca- 
maraderie among  whites  of  warring 
classes— be  addressed  in  bourgeois-do- 
minated mass  media. 

Continuing  to  apply  Sartre's  analysis 
of  anti-Semitism  to  all  who  have  "es- 
caped" membership  in  despised  groups, 
we  can  say  that  "successful"  tokens: 
male-identified  women,  white-identi- 
fied blacks,  WASP-identified  Jews,  etc., 
are  masochistic,  i.e.,  "inauthentic"  in- 
sofar as  they  live  an  anxious  lie  conceal- 
ing their  socially-created  identities— wo- 
man, black,  Jew— from  themselves.  But 
the  ruling  class  blocks  even  the  most  as- 
similated, cooperative  token  from  full 
participation  in  the  society.  The  token's 
anger,  which  could  be  translated  into 
revolutionary  action  against  the  class 
which  creates  its  predicament,  is  direc- 
ted instead  against  the  self  ("I'm  not 
WASP  enough")  and  toward  those  oth- 
er women,  blacks,  or  Jews,  etc.  whose 
behavior  feeds  into  sexist,  racist  stereo- 
types, and  presumably  thwart  the  to- 
ken's "acceptance"  by  the  dominant 
culture.  It  also  follows  that  tokerts 
must  write  radicals  from  their  own 
groups  out  of  history— or  soft-pedal 
their  militancy.  Militants  "make  trou- 
ble," are  an  embarrassment  to  the  to- 
ken-masochist,  who,  like  trade-union- 
ists seeking  "industrial  peace,"  prefers 
the  (seemingjy)  safe,  profitable  passivity 
and  repose  of  objecthood  to  active  de- 
fiance and  struggle. 

Do  tokens  inspire  others,  or  do  their 
achievements  feed  into  the  masochism 
of  the  people  society  defines  as  "fail- 
ures"? Given  the  positivist  sociology 
applied  to  the  biographies  of  the  "self- 
made"  token,  self-blame  may  be  ex- 


perienced  by  the  women,  blacks  or 
Jews,  etc.,  who  are  "left  behind."  Here 
is  the  way  I  used  to  think;  "If  She  made 
it,  and  I  know  She  made  it  through  ta- 
lent, hard  work,  and  endurance,  by  her- 
self, then  why  didn't  I?  Clearly,  I  must 
be  untalented,  lazy,  possibly  genetically 
inferior,  unfit  to  make  the  major  deci- 
sions that  affect  my  life  and  environ- 
ment. I  need  a  strong  man,  a  strong 
state  to  take  care  of  me."  (Or,  later: 
"I'm  too  weak  to  work  for  socialism, 
too  dumb  to  govern  a  new  society.") 
The  feeling  that  went  along  with  that 
was  jealousy. 

Feminists  have  said  that  their  person- 
al lives  have  political  consequence,  and 
have  developed  analyses  to  show  how 
patriarchy  cracks  the  whip  thorugh  sex- 
ual repression  inculcated  in  the  nuclear 
family.  But  the  public— our  audience  if 
we  choose  the  role  of  artist  in  mass  me- 
dia—is not  fully  aware  that  the  ways  we 
perceive  success  and  failure,  are  pro- 
grammed and  managed  to  keep  women 
and  all  workers  divided  and  submissive. 
As  artists  who  clearly  demonstrate  these 
connections,  (or  as  ex -tokens  who  tell 
the  whole  truth  about  their  careers), 
we  can  represent  the  interest  of  the  ma- 


jority. But  our  economic  survival  will 
be  jeopardized,  and  we  may  find  our- 
selves in  search  of  a  new  bunch  of 
friends.  Perhaps  not  such  a  bad  way  to 
find  ourselves. 

Sartre  says  that  we  recover  our  "au- 
thenticity" in  the  process  of  revolt.  (By 
authenticity,  I  take  him  to  mean  the 
right  to  tell  the  truth  without  being 
abandoned.)  Tokens,  by  confining  their 
curiosity  and  their  notion  of  "struggle" 
to  Making  It;  by  declining  to  uncover 
the  modes  by  which  they  deliver  their 
children,  their  artwork,  their  minds  to 
the  State;  may  gain  tenure,  write  a  best- 
seller, or  become  art  stars.  But  as  part 
of  the  petit-bourgeoisie  in  Imperial  Am- 
erica, they  play  the  sadist  with  other 
classes,  other  nations.

Dorothy  Healey,  host-producer  of  her 
"Marxist  Commentary" program  (Sun- 
days at  1 1:00  a.m.),  mentioned  in  pass- 
ing last  month  that  she  really  objected 
to  the  letter/article  by  William  Mandel 
in  the  August  Folio.  Explaining  that  I 
always  liked  to  print  material  from  our 
programmers,  I  asked  her  to  share  her 
objections  with  Folio  readers.  Here  is 
Dorothy's  letter  to  Mandel.  The  month 
delay  is  due  to  deadline  exegencies. 


Ordinarily  I  would  disregard  Bill  Man- 
del's  tribute  to  his  courage  or  his  po- 
litical perceptiveness.  But  when  KPFK 
reprints  his  letter  to  the  Fresno  State 
University  newspaper  with  its  defense 
of  the  1968  invasion  of  Czechoslavakia 
my  indifference  vanishes. 

Mandel  writes  that  he  still  belives 
"that  the  entry  of  Soviet  forces  into 
Czechoslavakia  in  1968  was  against  the 
will  of  the  overwhelming  majority  of 
the  people  of  that  country."  But  then 
he  adds:  "But  subsequent  events  have 
caused  me  to  see  it  in  a  broader  context 
in  a  world  whose  complexity  would  ap- 
pear to  be  beyond  Mr.  Jones'  power  of 
comprehension."  What  is  this  "complex- 
ity" that  Mandel  discovered?  He  states: 
"In  1968,  there  had  been  no  peace 
treaty  for  Europe  although  the  guns 
had  been  silent  for  23  years.  .  .  .  But 
West  Germany,  encouraged  by  Wash- 
ington, continued  to  hope  to  regain 
the  territories  German  aggression  had 
caused  that  country  to  lose. 

Mandel  continues:  "The  Soviet  inva- 
sion of  Czechoslavakia  convinced  the 
West  German  Chancellor  Willy  Brandt 
that  that  was  hopeless.  Within  2  years, 
he  signed  peace  treaties  with  Czecho- 
slavakia, Poland  and  the  USSR,  and 
then  worked  closely  with  Brezhnev  to 
bring  about  the  Helsinki  conference,  at 
which  every  nation  in  Europe  ,  plus 
the  US,  agreed  in  writing  that  the  exist- 
ing boundaries  were  final." 

The  first  thing  to  note  in  this  "com- 
plex" world  that  Mandel  belatedly  (he 
says)  now  understands  is  the  weasel- 
like language  that  he  uses  to  describe 
the  pre-invasion  situation.  Mandel  does 
not  say  right  out  that  West  Germany 
(and  the  US)  were  planning  to  use  mi- 
litary means  to  "regain  those  lost  terri- 
tories" but  that  is,  of  course,  the  clear 


suggestion.  After  all,  if  all  Willy  Brandt 
was  going  to  do  was  to  "dream,"  then 
there  was  no  danger  to  Czechoslovakia. 
Therefore,  that  massvie  intervention  by 
the  Warsaw  Treaty  Powers  (in  direct  vi- 
olation of  that  treaty)  had  nothing  to 
do  with  making  "world  peace  firmer"). 

And  if  there  had  been  a  military  dan- 
ger from  West  Germany  (and  the  US)? 
Mandel  doesn't  note  that  in  his  "com- 
plex" world  there  were  1 2  divisions  of 
the  Soviet  Red  Army  stationed  in  East 
Germany,  a  stone's  throw  away  from 
the  borders.   He  ignores  the  fact  that 
the  Czechoslovakian  Army  was  second 
only  to  the  USSR's  in  military  strength. 
He  ignores  the  fact  that  West  Germany 
and  the  US  knew  that  any  military  at- 
tack from  the  West  against  Czechoslo- 
vakia would  ignite  World  War  III.  But, 
you  see,  Mandel  doesn't  have  to  deal 
with  facts  in  order  to  understand  his 
complex  world,  and  he  assumes  that 
the  reader  will  automatically  react  to 
the  charges  of  West  Germany's  "dream 
of  regaining  lost  territories"  without 
asking  "how?" 

Why  are  Mandel's  (and  Gus  Hall's  and 
Breznev's)  allegations  so  outrageous?  Be 
cause  he  (and  they)  know  that  the  rea- 
son for  the  invasion  was  that  a  Congress 
of  the  Communist  Party  of  Czechoslova- 
kia was  due  to  take  place  two  weeks  la- 
ter; a  Congress  to  which  delegates  had 
already  been  elected  from  the  work- 
places and  communities,  delegates  who 
in  the  main  were  committed  to  carry- 
ing out  the  democratic  reforms  initiated 
by  the  Communist  Party,  the  trade  uni- 
ons, the  Young  Communist  organization, 
etc.;  and  those  delegates  would  have 
removed  from  leadership  the  tiny  hand- 
ful who  rejected  these  reforms  because 
they  would  have  removed  their  mono- 
poly of  political  and  social  power. 

The  Soviet  Union  was  not  worried  a- 
bout  military  invasion  from  the  West. 
It  was  worried  about  the  force  of  exam- 
ple that  could  come  from  a  Socialist 
Czechoslovakia  that  would  cause  work- 
ers in  the  USSR  and  other  Eastern  So- 
cialist countries  to  challenge  the  bureau- 
cracies' monopoly  of  power. 

Mandel  admits  that  "Czechoslovakia 
had  to  pay  the  price"  for  this  allegedly 
more  peaceful  world.  Yes,  it  was  and  is 
a  bitter  price  they  are  paying  for  their 
Vision  of  Socialism  that  did  not  conform 
to  the  "model"  of  the  USSR.  The  re- 


treat to  "private  life"— a  life  divorced 
from  identification  with  the  society  as 
a  whole— the  apathy  in  regard  to  all 
public  issues,  comes  from  the  ruthless 
vengeance  upon  those  who  were  part  of 
the  "Prague  Spring"  of  1967-68.  Expul- 
sions from  the  Communist  Party  of 
those  who  had  spent  decades  in  build- 
ing that  party,  in  fighting  Naziism  and 
capitalism  generally,  meant  that  those 
people  could  no  longer  work  in  their 
chosen  jobs  or  professions.  Vengeance 
extended  to  their  children  who  are  still 
prevented  from  going  on  to  higher  edu- 
cation or  specialized  careers. 

There  was  another  victim  of  this  in- 
vasion which  Mandel  ignores,  and  that 
is  the  theory  of  Marx  and  of  Lenin  that 
Socialism  must  be  built  by  the  people 
of  a  particular  country;  that  it  cannot 
be  exported  on  the  bayonets  of  the 
"victorious  working  class." 

The  Breznev  Doctrine,  which  Mandel 
accepts,  claims  the  right  of  intervention 
when  Socialism  in  another  country  is 
allegedly  in  danger.  It  is,  of  course,  a 
doctrine  based  on  Big  Power  chauvin- 
ism; if,  for  instance,  the  small  Socialist 
countries  of  East  Europe  decide  that 
Soviet  practices  endanger  socialism  in 
the  Soviet  Union,  quite  obviously  there 
is  no  way  in  which  they  can  intervene. 

I  do  not  believe  one  can  effectively 
challenge  the  massive  anti-Sovietism  in 
the  US  by  engaging  in  Soviety  science- 
fiction.  This  decisively  important  res- 
ponsibility for  all  who  understand  how 
anti-Sovietism  is  used  for  domestic  re- 
action and  international  was  monger- 
ing,  can  be  answered  by  those  who  ag- 
ree with  Lenin's  dictum  that  "truth 
itself  is  revolutionary."

Perhaps  you've  heard  mention  of  me 
from  one  of  the  above.  I  style  myself 
"the  Rock  and  Rule  Bank  Robber." 
I'm  presently  incarcerated  in  Lompoc 
Federal  Penitentiary  and  believe  it  or 
not  the  signal  carries  all  the  way  up 
here  (most  of  the  time). 

I  had  just  seen  an  advertisement  in 
N.Y.  Rocker  for  the  Eno/Budd  colla- 
boration, and  had  logged  it  mentally 
as  something  I  would  definitely  pick 
up  when  I  got  out.  I've  been  a  follow- 
er of  Eno's  music  since  his  first  solo 
album.  ...  So  imagine  my  delight  up- 
on hearing  you  announce  that  Harold 
Budd  would  be  your  guest— 

I  was  not  disappointed— you  must 
have  played  almost  the  entire  new  al- 
bum plus  a  couple  of  cuts  off  an  ear- 
lier release  also  produced  by  Eno.  .  .  . 

I  do  have  a  bone  of  contention  with 
some  of  what  Budd  said— I  can't  deny 
that  his  music  is  "pretty"  but  to  me 
I'd  hate  to  categorize  it  as  he  seemed 
to  as  "pretty  music"— I  totally  disagree 
with  his  ideas  on  listening  to  certain 
types  of  music  to  influence  the  actions 
taking  place  within  its  sound  (as  op- 
posed to  simply  as  an  ambient  back- 
ground). I  must  say  that  other  than 
Z'ev  most  of  the  musicians  you  speak 
with  are  namby-pamby  in  their  dialec- 
tic. What  Budd  fails  to  take  into  ac- 
count is  that  someone  (myself  per- 
haps) might  find  his  music  singularly 
rewarding  as  the  soundtrack  for  Te- 
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xas  Chain  Saw  Massacre  or  something 
of  the  like.  And  on  the  other  hand  af- 
ter "cooking  a  meal  for  a  friend"  I 
might  prefer  some  throbbing  Gristle  or 
Pop  group.  It  is  absurd  to  want  to 
compartmentalize  music  and  to  ex- 
pect any  music  to  be  in  partnership 
with  certain  activities.  I'm  not  saying 
that  this  isn't  a  widespread  practice 
but  it  is  one  that  repels  me  as  part 
of  the  signs  of  the  cancerous  conform- 
ity of  our  "sane  society."  How  much 
more  admirable  is  Eno's  decision  to 
put  out  "Music  for  Films"  and  to  say 
that  any  filmmaker  can  use  it  as  back- 
ground for  any  film— that  he  only 
wants  to  be  informed  not  consulted, 
because  no  matter  how  much  Budd 
associates  his  compositions  with  warm, 
loving  hearth-side  experiences  I  prefer 
it  as  drugspacing  music  or  music  to  fall 
asleep  by,  or  music  to  read  by,  or  mu- 
sic to  rob  banks  by,  or  whatever.  I 
was  offended  by  his  proprieties  and 
scoff  at  his  denial  of  his  music  as  "am- 
bient."

Pacifica 
Report 


by  Peter  Franck,  President, 
Pacifica  Foundation. 

Over  the  past  summer,  two  ground- 
breaking conferences  of  minorities  in 
noncommercial  broadcasting  were 
held.  More  than  two  hundred  "minori- 
ty" public  radio  producers  met  recent- 
ly in  Boulder  Colorado.  The  conference 
was  called  so  that  they  could  exchange 
information  about  their  work,  attend 
training  workshops  and  meet  to  deter- 
mine the  role  of  minorities  in  public 
radio.  Caucuses  of  Blacks,  Native  Am- 
ericans, Hispanics,  Asian-Americans  and 
Women  of  Color  functioned  through- 
out the  conference.  During  the  closing 
sessions,  each  caucus  presented  a  list  of 
their  concerns. 

Lome  Cress  (Manager  of  Pacifica's 
station  WPFW)  reports  that  the  confer- 
ence was  historic  in  its  importance. 
"For  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
public  radio,  producers  of  color  found 
themselves  together  in  an  atmosphere 
which  was  supportive  and  conducive 
to  sharing  ideas,  skills  and  concerns." 

The  conference  mandated  a  presenta- 
tion of  minority  concerns  to  the  Feder- 
al Communications  Commission,  to 
National  Public  Radio  and  to  the  Cor- 
poration for  Public  Broadcasting  (CPB). 
Speaking  for  the  conference  to  the 
June  meeting  of  the  CPB  Board,  Cress 
urged  up  grading  of  the  position  of  Di- 
rector of  Human  Resources,  funding 
of  further  minority  producers'  confer- 
ences and  the  development  of  CPB  po- 
licies which  will  support  minorities'  ef- 
forts for  greater  training,  access  and 
control  at  public  broadcast  stations. 


Pacifica's  own  commitment  to  affirm- 
ative action  goes  back  to  its  Articles  of 
Incorporation;  however,  its  implemen- 
tation of  this  commitment  has  been  un- 
even, as  seems  to  be  true  of  any  largely 
white  and  middle  class  organization 
that  is  attempting  to  become  multi-cul- 
tural and  multi-ethnic.  Affirmative  ac- 
tion problems  at  one  of  Pacifica's  sta- 
tions were  discussed  at  some  length  by 
the  conference. 

Nevertheless,  Lome  Cress  reports  a 
deepened  sense  among  Pacifica's  con- 
ference participants  of  the  importance 
and  uniqueness  of  this  organization: 
minority  producers  in  non-Pacifica  pub- 
lic broadcast  stations  reported  a  much 
greater  sense  of  isolation  and  limited 
job  opportunities. 

The  conference  was  organized  by  the 
National  Federation  of  Community 
Broadcasters  under  a  grant  from  CPB. 
Ying  Lee  Kelley  is  a  member  of  the 
KPFA  and  Pacifica  Boards.  Recently, 
she  attended  the  first  conference  of  Asi- 
an Americans  in  public  broadcasting. 
She  reports: 

"Every  year,  even  in  our  Berkeley 
schools,  some  student  will  sa'^^ ,  joking- 
ly, about  a  fellow  Asian  classmate,  or 
about  me,  'Chin-Chin-Chinaman'  or 
some  similar  remark.  Traces  of  the  19th 
Century!  After  we  have  been  in  the  US 
for  over  1 50  years,  are  we  still  outsid- 
ers? Where  in  folk  mythology,  has  this 
been  sustained,  repeated  and  passed  on? 
One  of  the  culprits,  I  think,  is  big  bucks 
media,  Hollywood's  approach  to  the 
American  of  Asian/Pacific  ancestry." 
Out  of  such  a  concern  came  this  confe- 
rence. 


"Part  of  the  conference  had  to  do 
with  distribution,  technology  and  fi- 
nancing of  programs.  But  the  main  en- 
ergy was  a  shared  concern  that  the  gates 
in  broadcasting  are  closed  to  us.  How 
do  we  get  our  productions,  our  drama, 
our  music  and  poetry  and  sketches;  as 
well  as  the  news  stories  that  are  made 
by  and  about  Asian/Pacific  people  heard 
and  viewed  by  the  'general  audience?' 
Production  executives  of  stations  usual- 
ly view  the  art  and  the  expression  of 
Asian/Pacific  people  as  suitable  only 
for  'special  audiences.'  How  do  we  open 
this  gate,  so  that  a  drama  about  an  Asi- 
an/Pacific family  will  seem  as  normal  as 
a  story  about  a  nice,  quiet  Anglo  fami- 
ly like  that  of  'Mourning  Becomes  Elec- 
tra?'  " 

"Producers  at  the  conferences  brought 
many  examples  of  their  work:  there  is 
no  shortage  of  good,  strong  stuff  that 
would  enrich  all  of  us,  not  only  other 
Asian/Pacifies." 

Ying  Kelley  concludes:  "I  can  remem- 
ber 20  years  ago  when  tofu  and  napa 
cabbage  had  to  be  bought  in  Chinatown. 
Now,  even  suburban  supermarkets  car- 
ry 'Chinese'  vegetables  and  soy  products. 
Most  of  us  think  that  the  local  food  has 
been  made  richer  by  the  foods  of  Asian 
/Pacifies.  Perhaps  the  local  audience  is 
ready  for  more  Asian/Pacific  culture 
than  the  managers  of  most  public  broad- 
casting stations  think."

The  Computer. 

Our  computer  is  located  in  Santa  Bar- 
bara. Your  payment  may  not  go  into 
the  computer  as  quickly  as  you  might 
think  because  payments  go  to  our 
lockbox  and  through  the  bank  before 
they  are  fed  into  the  computer.  This 
process  often  takes  more  than  a  week 
from  the  time  you  send  your  payment. 
So,  if  you  send  your  check  by  the  8th 
of  the  month,  you  may  receive    the 
Folio  for  the  following  month. 

Bill  Payment. 

Always  send  a  bill  with  your  check! 
We  cannot  credit  your  account  cor- 
rectly unless  we  know  exactly  what 
your  check  is  paying  for.  If  you  send 
a  check  for  a  pledge  payment  with- 
out a  bill,  you  might  get  credit  for  a 
new  subscription  and  still  be  billed 
for  your  original  pledge. 

First  Class  Folio  Mailing. 
The  Folio  is  mailed  Second  Class,  and 
should  take  2  to  5  days  to  get  to  most 
places.  Unfortunately,  our  experience 
has  not  been  good,  especially  with 
outlying  areas.  First  Class  mailing  is 
available  for  $8  extra  per  year  (pro- 
rated at  75c  per  month  for  current 
subscriptions.  If  you  get  your  Folio 
on  time  but  would  like  to  receive  it 
well  before  the  first  of  the  month, 
you  may  want  to  get  the  first  class 
service. 

I  Didn't  Get  My  Folio.  . . 

The  Folio  is  mailed  before  the  20th  of 
the  month.  If  you  have  not  received 
your  Folio  by  the  first  of  the  month: 

1)  check  your  subscription  expiration 
date  on  the  previous  Folio  mailing  la- 
bel (upper  right  hand  corner  of  label). 

2)  Make  sure  you  haven't  moved  with- 
out notifying  us.  3)  If  you  haven't 
moved  and  are  currently  enrolled  as 

a  subscriber,  contact  your  local  post- 
master about  delivery.  4)  Send  us  a 
previous  Folio  label  with  an  explana- 
tory note  or  call  for  a  new  Folio  to 
be  sent  to  you. 

Moving— Address  Changes. 

If  you  move,  your  Folio  will  not  be 
forwarded  unless  you  have  requested 
Second  Class  forwarding  from  the 
Post  Off'ce.  The  best  way  to  expedite 
an  address  change  and  assure  contin- 
ued receipt  of  the  Folio  is  to  contact 
us— m  writing  prefprably— before  you 
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move,  giving  us  your  name,  old  zip- 
code,  and  new  address.  There  is  an  ad- 
dress form  on  the  back  page  of  the 
Folio  that  you  can  clip:  it  already  has 
your  current  mailing  label  on  its  back. 
Always  include  your  account  number 
at  the  top  of  your  Folio  label  for  in- 
stant handling.  Address  changes  that 
we  get  back  from  the  Post  Office  cost 
us  25c  apiece  and  frequently  take  a 
month  to  be  returned  to  us. 

Prisoner  Subscriptions. 

KPFK  sends  a  free  subscription  to 
any  prisoner  upon  request. 

Cassette  Folios  for  the  Print 
Handicapped.  The  Folio  is  available 
on  cassette  (returnable)  to  all  print 
handicapped  subscribers.  If  you'd 
like  to  get  the  Cassette  Folio,  please 
tear  off  the  address  label  on  the  back 
of  your  Folio  and  send  it  along  with 
a  note  (or  you  may  call).  Within  two 
months,  you'll  be  receiving  your  com 
plate  program  guide  on  cassette.  The 
cassettes  are  returned  to  us  at  the 
end  of  each  month  to  be  re-used. 


Exchange  Mailing  Lists. 

KPFK  exchanges  and  rents  its  sub- 
scriber lists  to  other  organizations  of 
common  interest  (Channel  28,  Ralph 
Nader,  ACLU,  etc.).  If  you  don't  want 
to  be  on  exchange  mailing  lists,  send 
your  Folio  label  to  the  Subscriptions 
Department  and  ask  for  an  "NJ"  code. 
Your  name  will  then  be  automatically 
excluded  from  all  mailings  except  for 
the  Folio  and  other  communications 
from  us.
